J®!y 5. and July 19. 1670. concerning the Earlier Difcove-

THe Letter of July 5* 1^70. relatcth 5 that a Carthusian 
o{Dyon y having from time to time for divers years 
taken particular notice of what might occur remarkable in 
the Conciliations of Cygnm and Cajjhpea, did 00 the 20th 
of December A* 1669. diicover a Star of the 7/j/r^magmtude n 
beneath the Head of Cygnm \ fcituated in the Section of the 
two ftraight lines 5 one of which goeth from Lyra to the neareft 
of the Quadrangle in the Dolphin , and the other from the 
Eagle to the Star, which is on the top of the upper wing of 
Cygnns, 

That of July i$u 1670* gives this Accompt, viz. that 
there was much difcourfe at Paris about the New Star near the 
Beak of Cygnm£v(t difcover'd by a Carthufian o| Dyon y call a 
Antelme^ who fent the news of it to M L'Abbe Martotte f one 
of the Royal Academy there, who had communicated it to 
the reft .• 7haS they all agree, 'tis a New Slzr 5 though Mont 
B, oppofed it at firft, affirming it to be m Bayernis Tables. 
That they prove that Star in Bay ems to be another 3 giving^ 
for diftinguiihmentjthefe Meafures.
